WHY COUNTY RATES ARE 

NOT COLLECTED. 

For the purpose of considering the position of 
rate collectors recently appointed, a special meet- 
ing of the Dublin County Council was held last 
night at 11 Rutland square. The meeting was 
held on the requisition of five members. 

Mr. H. J. Friel presided, and explained that 
fouy of the six appointments had not been sanc- 
tioned by the Local Government Department, 
and, as a result, the work of collecting the rates 
was held up. They had no official notice that 
sanction was being withheld. The question had 
been raised in Dail Kireann. ‘They had now 
only three, instead of seven, collectors. 


Mr. ©’Connor wanted to know what law had | 


been viciated in the election of these men. He 
would .sit on that Council no longer unless there 
was a legitimate cause. They elected men whom 
they believed to be the best. 
the Local Government Department should be 
written to to know whether there was any special 
reason for withholding sanction. 

Mr. Curran seconded the motion, and de- 
scribed the procedure of the Local Government 
Department as “a piece of jobbery.” 

The Chairman said that it was quite improper 
for the Minister to state in the Dail that he 
would withhold sanction without having given 
the Council an opportunity of ex laining why 
they had taken the course they hed adopted. 
The very essence of giving discretion to the 
Council was that they should be at liberty to 
use that discretion. 

Mr. MeNeill said that they had no statement 
from the Local Government Department that 
they had refused to confirm these appointments. 
Why should the Council act as if they had re- 
ceived a-atatement ? 

A resolution was passed unanimously on the 
motion of Mr. Philip Ryan, seconded by Mr. M. 
Stafford, stating that the Council, having con- 
sidered the delay of the Ministry. in sanctioning 
four of the appointments, “ which has seriously 
hampered the Council in its work, hereby pro- 
test at such delay, with its consequent ‘incon- 
venience, and hereby request the Minister to 
on the four appointments without further 
delay.”

At the concert of the Molian Musical Society 
in the Large Concert Hall, Rotunda, on Thurs- 
day night, two excerpts from Coleridge-Taylor’s 
‘‘Hiawatha’s Wedding Feast” and “ The 
Death of Minnehaha ’’ were given with eingular 
tasie and refinement. One . missed — the 
orchestration that is so brilliant a support in 
these tone pictures, but in its absence the tone 
and balance of the choir were more easily to 
be distinguished, 

Mr. T. H. Weaving drew out many good 
tonal descriptions, the changes of tempo an 
rhythm to suit the central] characters as out- 
lined by the choir—Iagoo, Nokomis, Pau-Puk- 
Kewis (male voices quaintly effective here), 
and ‘‘ The Gracious Hiawathe.”’ The beautiful 
grading of the prelude to the entry of “ the 
gentle Chibiabos,”’ with some good soprano 
high-lights, was an instance of the choir’s 
sensitive appreciation of the poetic values of 
the work, the crisp pianissimo passages being 
another feature. 

Coleridge-Taylor has followed the passion and 
feeling, of Longfellow’s poem with faithful 
understanding. How much more composite 
and symmetrical is his “On away, Awake, 
Beloved,"’; than Cowen’s, which is a drawing- 
room song at the best,

DUBLIN’S “ COUNTRY 
HOSPITAL.”’ 


Writing in reference to a statement made by 
Sir Lambert Ormsby, senior medical. officer of 
the Harcourt streei Hospital, at a meeting on 
Thursday, in which he spoke of the necessity of 
a hospital for the treatment of ‘“‘ extensive 
tuberculosis diseases of the bones and jointe,’’ a 
ecrrespondent points out that euch an inetitu- 
tion already exists and flourishes in the City of 
Dublin. 

The institution referred to is situated at 
Cappagh, about five miles from the centre of 
the city. Built on the most recent type of 
hygiemic hospital architecture, it is specially 
reserved for the treatment of the forms of 
tuberculosis indicated by Sir Lambert Ormsby. 
In addition, the hospital is surrounded by acres 
of countryside, free from habitation, where 
ambulatory cases gain, not only the robust 
eonstitution, but the cheerful mental outlook 
so necessary for the treatment of the dread 
malady. During the last six months of 1921 
there were 128 cases of grave lesions of surgical 
tuberculosie under treatment. The institution, 
which is the only one of its kind in Ireland, 
is carried on in connection with the Genera! 
Children’s Hospital, Temple street, both of 
which are under the care of the Sisters of 
Charity. 

The institution receives for treatment cases 
of surgical tuberculosis from all over Ireland,

SCHOOLS. 


APPEAL TO THE NORTHERN 
GOVERNMENT. 


The Ulster Headmasters' Association has ap- 
pealed to the Northern Government, to relieve 
the needs of secondary schools. It recalls that 
a year and a-half ago the united body of 
teachers, supported by the Universities. the 
Churches, and the most enlightened lay opinion 
of the country, appealed to the Chief Secretary 
to place the secondary schools in a position 
that would enable them to secure and retain 
teachers in face of the competition of the 
better treated English and Scottish schools. The 
appeal was “ met by the callous reply that the 
case was one that must be left to the new Irish 
Governments. The teachers addressed them- 
selves to the Northern Government, and were 
told that a committee would be established to 
recommend legislation. 

'“ But despite the best efforts of the Come 
mittee, the task entrusted to it necessarily re- 
quires time, and in the meanwhile nothing has 
been done to save the schools from the increas- 
ing enfeeblement, which must for a lone time 
lower the character of their work and their 
usefulness, except the promise of an increase in 
the interim grant, which falls hopelessly short 
of the needs of the case. . . . . In these 
circumstances, this Association most earnestiy 
begs that the Ministry will take some action, 
by .way of temporary additional or increased 
grants until the proposed legislation takes 
effect, to enable its members, before the schoo! 
year ends, to secure competent and qualified 
teachers to carry on the work which they are 
assured must he regarded by the Minister. no 
less than by themselves, as of the highest im- 
portance in a civilised country.”

“The final failure of the peace negotia- 
tions was reported: yesterday to Dail 
Eireann. There has been ‘no agreement 
because the extreme Republicans refuse to 
accept the Treaty; and surrender of the 
Treaty is the one surrender that the Dail, 
‘which has endorsed it, and the Provisional 
Government, which is its guardian, are 
unable and ynwilling to make. They 
offered everything else—far more, indeed, 
than they had any right to offer. They 
were ready to barter many of the people’s 
privileges as the price of peace. The 
Republicans refused an “agreed election” 
which would have saved the majority of 
their members from defeat at the polls. 
They refused a two-fifths representation 
in a so-called “ Coalition’? Government. 
We gather from Mr. Griffith’s speech yes- 
terday that the final offer which, t 
have finally rejected would ‘anole 
them in the ‘new Parliament their exist- 
ing proportion of members. Such an 
arrangement, of course, would have re- 
duced the “agreed election” to sheer 
farce. The Dail has discussed the Treaty 
in forty-seven debates. It has wasted a 
large amount of time on these futile 
negotiations. While it has been talking 
it has seen the country plunge faster 
and faster down the slope to ruin. Mr. 
Collins told us recently that he had been 
reading Chief Justice Marshall's history 
of the American Revolution. He must 
have paused over Washington's bitter cry: 
‘To be more exposed im the eyes of the 
world, and more contemptible than we 
already are, is hardly possible. ‘No morn 
ever dawned more favourably than ours 
did, and no day was ever more clouded 
than the present . . . We are fast 
verging to anarchy. Good God, who 
beside a Tory could have foreseen, or a 
Briton predicted, the disorders which have 
arisen in these states?” 

Nevertheless, America did not perish, 
and Ireland need not perish if her people 
choose to save her. One benefit at least 
has resulted from the abortive peace 
negotiations. To-day the country knows 
exactly where it stands, Its pleni- 
potentiaries made, and its National 
Assembly endorsed, a Treaty of Peace 
with Great Britain. This Treaty must 
be accepted or rejected by the popular 
vote. It ought to have been submitted to 
the electors long ago; but its enemies, 
by a policy of obstruction and threats, 
have succeeded hitherto in depriving the 
electors of their right. Now the issue is 
plain and the last defensible excuse for 
further obstruction has disappeared. The 
Republican extremists repudiate the 
Treaty; they declare that it must not be 
submitted to the same body which elected 
the, present Dail; they are prepared to 
resist its enforcement if it is ratified by 
the people's will. Here is a straight 
challenge which Ireland must accept if 
she is to remain free, As Mr. Griffith 
says, not only the fate of the Treaty, but 
the nation’s elementary liberties, are at 
stake. The people must accept or reject 
the Treaty now; and, if they accept it, 
they will know how to safeguard it from 
future attack. For the moment, however, 
the chief responsibility rests with Dail 
Eireann and the Provisional Government. 
They must give the signal for action, It 
has become a matter of the most urgent 
necessity that the elections shall be held 
without further delay. Mr, Griffith's 
motion, which calls for a general election 
on the 16th June, ought to be adopted 
before the Dail rises this evening. 

It will be the Provisional Government's 
duty to secure freedom of voting through- 
out the country. The best guarantee of 
freedom will be the electors’ own decision 
to insist upon their tights, and during the 
next few weeks the Government can do 
much to create and strengthen such a 
decision. The final failure of the peace 
negotiations confronts it with clear 
alternatives: it must begin immediately 
to restore public order or it must connive 
at the growth of amarchy. Every step 
that Mr. Collins and his colleagues take 
now to enforce the law and to protect 
life and property will be an assurance of 
national recovery and progress under the 
Constitution of the Free State. At this 
moment the country is piling up huge debts 
and its industry and commerce are falling 
to pieces. To the many proofs of this 
decay which we have published of late is 
added this morning the alarming testi- 
mony of the Irish motor trade. Every 
hour's hesitation in grappling with law- 
lessness makes the position worse and 
drives the country further along the road 
to apathy and despair. If the Provisional 
Government desires that the electors shall 
vote in a brave and hopeful spirit—that 
every elector shall realise that his 
interests are involved in the Treaty’s 
suecess—if will hurry to give the people 
some foretaste of decent administration. 
As a prelude to the reign of peace it will 
make a firm effort to restore the reign 
of law.

The End of Genoa. 


The Genoa Conference ended yesterday, 
In many respects it has been a failure, 
but there is no doubt that in others its 
success—the full extent of which cannot 
yet be gauged—has been far greater than 
anybody expected it to be. Mr. Lloyd 
George, in the brilliant speech with which 
he wound up the proceedings, gave a 
very fair review of the Conference's achieve- 
ments, He seems to be very hopeful about 
its effects on Europe's recovery, and his 
appeal to the Russians will create a deep 
impression throughout the world. Almost 
alone among the statesmen of Europe, 
the British Premier is able to see beyond 
the brutal buffoonery of Bolshevism into 
the heart of that great people which did 
such wonderful things for freedom in the 
first few years of the war. He wants

Palestine. 


An unexpected hitch has occurred in 
connection with the mandate for Pales- 
tine. This territory was placed under 
British care by the’ League of Nations, 
and has been administered since thé Paris 
Peace Congress under a draft ‘mandate. 
The League of Nations now is being asked 
to ratify this mandate, but considerable 
opposition is being experienced at Genoa. 
The trouble has arisen over the Special 
Commission on the claims of the several 
religious minorities in the country, Under 
the draft mandate this Commission must be 
appointed by Britain, and its chairman 
must be the nominee of the Jeague. 
France refuses to consent to the mandate 
unless the chairman is @ Frenchman. 
Belgium refuses to consent unless he is a 
Belgian. This dilemma is complicated 
further by the attitude of the Vatican, 
which objects to the Commission on the 
ground that it provides no special safe- 
guards for Roman Catholics. Italy, too, is 
opposed to the ratification of the mandate, 
as she thinks that the Palestine question 
ought not to be treated separately from the 
problem of Turkey. The whole business is 
another example of the spirit of distrust 
which is devastating Christendom.

Foreigners in Germany. 


If recent reports from tke Fatherland 
be true, intending visitors to Germany 
who expect to live in that country at the 
rate of a few shillings a day would be 
well advised to stay at home. The whole 
German population seems to have decided 
to “fleece”’ the foreigner this summer, 
and preparations are being made to reap 
a “record ' harvest. A bill has been in- 
troduced into the Prussian Parliament to 
levy a daily tax of four marks on every 
foreigner who enters the country, and, 
as it is being backed by the Democratic 
Party, it has an excellent chance of pass- 
ing into law. Hotel-keepers and 
merchants, however, have anticipated the 
tedious processes of the law and are 
charging foreigners—particularly Ameri- 
cans and Britons—double and treble 
tus for everything. In the first-class 

rlin hotels at present the price of a 
room—even reckoned in sterling cr 
dollars—is at least twice as dear as 
it was in pre-war days. In view of 
the fantastic rate of exchange, which 
gives an Englishman as many marks for 
a pound as a German school-teacher earns 
in a fortnight, it is hard to blame the 
Germans. Yet business is business. and 
if Germany loses her tourist traffic 
through undae cupidity, the blame for 
her loss will be her own. . 


Aerial Fire Brigades. 

_ The Chief of the New York Fire Brigade 
is responsible for a suggestion that may 
revolutionise the present methods of deal. 
ing with outbreaks of fire. From the air 
instead of from the ground, Mr. Kenlon 
would like to launch his battles with the 
flames, The construction of a large aero- 
plane, working on the helicopter prin- 
ciple, is the first essential. With such a 
machine the firemen could choose their 
vantage point in the air above the fire 
and thence drop fire-extinguishing bombs 
into the flames. Furthermore, the aerial fire. 
engine could effect rescues from the roofs 
of houses with little effort. Unfortunately 
for New York's chief fire-fighter, and for 
the peace of mind of millions of city 
dwellers, no trustworthy model of the 
helicopter aeroplane has been invented. 
Perseverance, however, and the new 
knowledge which experience of failure 
brings, will perfect eventually the desired 
machine. Chemica] fire-extinguishers 
already have been highly developed.

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The following official statement from the 
Grand Lodge of Freemasons of Ireland has been 
sent, to us for publication :— | 

On April 24th Freemasons’ Hall, Malesworth 
street, Dublin, the headquarters of the Masonic 
Order in Ireland, was forcibly seized by a 
body of armed men. At the time of writing it 
is still held by a party of troops ‘belonging to 
that section of the I.R.A. which is in occupation 
of the Four Courts. At about the same time 
raids were made on Masonic halls in many parts 
of Southern and Western Ireland; some were 
burned, and great destruction of property took 
place. 

Grand Lodge decided to take no steps for 
several days, in .the hope that the building 
might be peacefully cvacuated with the 
minimum of damage, and also because it had no 
wish to embarrass the Provisional Government 
or provoke a conflict on its behalf; but, after 
the lapse of ten days without any change in the 
situation, formal application was made to the 
Government for that protection to which all 
law-abiding citizens are entitled. 

The Grand Lodge of Ireland is fully convinced 
that the hostility shown to the Order is entirely 
the result of the ignorance of a large number 
of the population of Southern Ireland ae to its 
constitution and objects. It is very generally 
afsumed that its aims and objects are political 
and religious or sectarian. Nothing could be 
further from the truth, The constitution of the 
Order expressly forbids its members, as such, to 
interfere in either political or religious matters, 
and discussion of these subjects is absolutely 
forbidden at its meetings. [is only requirements 
in these directions are that its members must 
avow their belief in God, without which they 
cannot be admitted, and that they should be 
law-abiding and peaceful citizens, paying strict 
obedience to the laws of the country in which 
they reside. With these qualifications the ranks 
of Freemasonry are open to ail men of mature 
age, without distinction of religious creed or 
political principles, 

The laws and constitutions are printed and 
ublished, and, like the calendar, which gives 
sia of subordinate lodges and of the leading 
officers of the Order, can be obtained and read 
by anyone. 

The charities maintained all over the world 
bv Freemasons are well known. Here in Ireland 
there are three principal charities—the Masonic 
Female Orphan School, with 110 pupils; the 
Masonic Orphan Boys’ School, with 101 pupils ; 
and the Jubilee Annuity Fund, which supports 
just 100 aged and infirm brethren and their 
widows. In 1921 a sum of over £24,000 was 
spent on these three great charities, and besides 
them there are several smailer local institations- 
of a similar nature in other parts of the country. 
Thus it will be seen that the energies of tho, 
Order are devoted to the cause of charity and 
the training of Irish boys and girls in the prin- 
ciples of obediense to the laws of God and‘of

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IRISH CHIEF SECRETARY. 


The Office and Men Who Filled It— 


From Castlereagh to 


Hamar Greenwood. 


———

AS there ever, in any known system I 


of government the world over, 6° 

culiar an office as that of Chief 

cretary to the Lord Lieutenant of 

Ireland? It will soon be a thing of 

the past, but it is certain to have an enduring 

lace in constitutional history as well as im 
frish annals, and I am disposed to think that, 
in both respects, it wil] have - special attraction 
for writers 4nd readers who are more interested 
in life and manners, in the human element in 
public affaifs, than in affairs themselves. 

The office was not even what its title conveys. 
It is true that at the end, as at the beginning, 
the Chief Secretary was appointed by the Lord 
Lieutenant. But the relations, one to the 
cther, had become so entirely invested long 
before the end, that the Viceroy was subordinate 
to the Chief Secretary. Indeed, it is known 
that some strong-willed Chief Secretaries made 
it a condition of accepting office that this noble- 
man, and not that nobleman, should be Lord 
Lieutenant. | Nevertheless, the Letters Patent 
appointing the Chief Secretary were signed, 
not by the King, but by the Lord Lieutenant, 
and the Chief Secretary received his seal of 
office not from the King in Council at Bucking- 
ham Palace+-the procedure in the case of other 
Ministers—but at a meeting of the Irish Privy 
Council, held in Dublin Castle, at which the 
Lord Lieutenant presided, he was sworn in & 
member of the Council and took the oath of 
Chief Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland. 


JOHN MORLEY. 


When Glatistone made Jobn Morley for the 
second time Chief Secretary for Ireland in his 
second Home Rule Government, 1892, some time 
elapsed before the appointment was officially 
announced, The delay was due to the difficulty 
experienced by the Liberals in getting a peer 
of their party to accept the office of Viceroy. 
Lord Crewe at last consented, and then, but 
not till then, was Morley’s appointment ratified 
by Letters Patent signed by the new Lord 
Lieutenant. In fact, tbe office used to be 
vacated by the death, removal, or resignation 
of the Lerd Lieutenant who made the appoint- 
ment, until ia special Act of Parliament was 
passed enabling the. Chief Secretary to 
ontinue at his post, subject to. the 
issue of new Letters Patent by 
t he succeeding Viceroy. Moreover, the 
Chief Secretary was not required to resign his 
seat mm Parliament and seek re-election on his 
appointment, like other Ministers, because the 
ofice was not an office: of profit under the 
Crown, but one personal to’ the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, and jn his gift, though, of course, the 
Chief Secretary was the choice of the Prime 
Minister; lke all the other members of the 
Government. But, as the Chief Secretaryship 
rose in impoftance, it was provided by Act of 
Parliament that offices to which the Lord Lieu- 
tenant made: appointments were offices under 
the Crown, and their acceptance vacated seats 
in the Houce of Commons. 
The Chief Secretary would properly be de- 
scribed as the Prime Minister of the ,Lord 
Lieutenant. He was the official head of all the 
departments of the Irish Administration, and 
was responsible for them to Parliament. 
Among the beards of which he was president 
were those of local government, national educa- 
tion, intermediate education, agriculture, con- 
gested districts, land purchase, fisheries, 
prisons, reformatory and industrial schools— 
how true was the grim ‘saying that Ireland 
had boards enough to make her a coffin !—he- 
sides being the head of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary and the Dublin Metropolitan Police; 
and having the appointment of lords lieutenant 
of counties, pounty court judges, magistrates, 
clerks of the Crown and Peace, and for all 
that was done, or lefs undone, by these depart- 
ments, bodies; and officials, the Chief Secretary 
had to answer in the House of Commons, 
There was, however, one Irish Board over 
which the Chief Secretary had. no control. 
Thet was theIrish Board of Works, which was 
directly undey the British Treasury, and was 
represented in the House of Commons by the 
Financial Secretary to the Treasury. 
For this distinction I have not been able 
to discover any reason. But, as it contributed 
to the anomalies of- the post of Chief 

Secretary it was, I suppose, regarded as quite 
in keeping with the nature of things Irish. 
One of the duties of the Board of Works was 
the construction of piers on various parts of 
the coast to aid fishermen in landing their 
catches. In some cases these pieis did not 


_ extend far enough out to serve their purpose,

Aucustine Birrell was, perhaps, the only Chief 
Secretary, in the long roll since the Union, who 
bad a true sppreciation of the incongruous

Secretary. John Morley, as his rather ironic 
philosophical temperament dictated, took a 
different view of the post. In his “Life of 
Gladstone” he refers to “that grim depart- 
ment in Dublin Castle, where successive hief 
Secretaries spend anxious hours in saying “ no 
to impossible demands, and hunting for 
beast answers to insoluble riddles.” It so 
happens that that saying sums up the Morley 
Chief Secretaryship. The man of letters who, 
in his fine book “On Compromise is go 
mphatic in insisting upon opinion being 
expressed in action, was, according to the 
Nationalists. one of the least resolute and most 
hesitating British statesmen ever sent to Dublin 
Castle, even with respect to Irish matters, which 
he had critici#ed and condemned in relation to 
Unionist Chief. Secretaries. 

For the origin of this singular office we must 
go back to the old Irish Parliament. The Chief 
Secretary was invariably an Englishman, who 
came over in| the train of every > Lieu- 

: nd. ws he was to act as the prin- 
ales "Parliambutery subaltern of the British 
Ministry, a seat was immediately found for him 
in the Irish House of Commons.

An illustration of the working of this system 
is afforded by the case of the notorious Richard 
Rigby, which, though remarkable, was by no 
means exceptional. By rescuing the Duke of 
Bedford from a rowdy mob at Lichfield Races 
in 1752, Rigby secured an influential patron. 
The Duke was appointed Viceroy of Ire and in 
1785, and Rigby came over with him as Chief 
Secretary. Rigby was a whimsical rogue. 
Being deaf in the right ear, he turned this 
physical defect to a comically useful purpose

Birdcatcher’s dash to 
Newbridge. 


IR Hercules, by Whalebone out of Peri, 

was the sire of Birdeatcher. Sir Hercules 

was bred in the North of Ireland, in 1826,

BOUGHT FOR £30. 


Last week there was told the story of The 
Baron 'a dam—how Mr. Watts sought to get rid 
of her, but failed to do so, and thus, in spite 
of himself, had to retain her in his stud and 
breed a Turf celebrity. A similar story can be 
told about Birdcatcher's dam. Mr. Robert J. 
Hunter, the chief racing official of his day, was 
instructed to sell Guiccoli at a race meeting at 
Kilkenny. In those days the market for blood- 
stock was a limited one, and an offer for “a 
blood animal ' was seldom allowed to pass. Mr. 
Hunter announced that he would knock Guiccoli 
down to anyone who would hid £30.

his friend, Sir Richard Cox, dissuaded him from 
doing so, with the remark, ' Why do you want 
to buy such a cat of a thing ? She'll never 
breed hunters for you.” 

Mr. Jones failed to get Guiccoli, and so to 
someone else was to belong the credit of breed- 
ing Birdcatcher, a horse of high merit when 
racing, but of merit still greater as a sire. The 
auctioneer, not finding anyone to buy the '' cat 
of a thing,” took her himself at the price at 
which he had offered her in the sale ring. 

He kept her for a few years in his stud 
before he no with her to Mr. George Knox, 
whose establishment was at Brownstown House, 
Curragh Camp, and it was at that stud Bird- 
catcher was foaled. He began badly, for when 
a yearling he contracted influenza, but he re- 
covered and grew into a magnificent horse. 
When fully furnished he stood nearly 16 hands, 
and had a plain, Roman-nosed head, strong neck, 
fine shoulders and good girth, straight thighs 
and hocks. 

On account of having the ‘flu he was not 
put into training ‘until late in his two-year-old 
days, and at that age he had but one race— 
the Paget Stakes at the Curragh, in which he 
was beaten. But he fared better when three 
years of age. He began by winning at the 
Curragh the Second Class of the Madrid Stakes, 
and that achievement he supplemented at the 
Curragh June Meeting by taking the Milltown 
Stakes. At the September Meeting, however, 
he had to play second fiddle to Maria, who beat 
him by a head.

Then came Birdceatcher’s greatest race— 
namely, for the Peel Cup over a mile and three- 
quarters, in which he encountered Colonel 
Westenra’s famous horse Freney (by Roller), 
and Mr. John P. Somers’s Normanby, 
both of which he beat by five hundred yards. 
The colt jumped off in front, and dhamh 
usually not a hard puller, got, so excited that 
he overpowered his jockey. When the winning 
post had been passed the jockey could not stop 
his mount. Birdeatcher ran at top speed for quite 
another mile and a half down the precipitous 
road to the town of Newbridge, and was only 
pulled up at the cross roads at the Moorefield 
Church. 

When four years of age he ran with varying 
fortune; he won three races and was placed 
in three others, There was at that time run 
at the Ourragh June Meeting the Northumber- 
land Handicap. It was one of the crack events 
of the season and mvariably aroused a lot of 
interest. In it met Harkaway, a three-year- 
old, carrying 7st.’ 8lb., and Birdcatcher, a 
four-year-old, bearing 9st. Birdcatcher was 
favourite at 7 to against, and Harkaway 
second favourite at 5 to 2. There were six 
other runners, and of them Freney was con- 
sidered to have the best chance. It was a great 
race between Harkaway and Birdcatcher, but 
the former with his pull of 201b. in the weights 
proved victorious. Birdcatcher ran subsequently, 
but did not win, and bidding good-bye to the 
turf in 1837, he began his stud 
career in 1838, when five years 
He was a success from ithe inning. 


GALLINULE., 


_An interesting coincidence occurred when the 
sire, Gallinule, was bought in England bha 
small price—1,500 sovs. or thereabouts—to stand 
at Brownstown Stud. Capt. Greer was the pur- 
chaser of that son of lsonomy from the eccentric 
Squire Abingdon, who for a long time had been 
tay ing to effect a sale. The Squire was so 
delighted when the chestnut had left his posses - 
sion that he cried out, “ No but a mad 
Irishman would have bought him.” But Capt. 
Greer was far from “mad.” Gallinule became 
one of the greatest stallions of his own or any 
other period. He earned a fortune for Captain 
Greer in stud fees, and sired in Pretty Polly 
one of the greatest mares that has ever trod 
the turf. he coincidence of his coming to | 
Brownstown was that at that place his great 
grandsire, Birdcatcher, had been foaled. 

Birdcatcher was shot in 1860, so that he was 

27 years of age; his great grandson, Gallinule, 
was just one year older when he died in 1912. 

The stock of Birdeatcher won six “ classic” 
races in England, while Birdcatcher’s brother, 
Faugh-a-Bailaugh, won the English St. Leger 
as well as other races. The latter found his 
way to the United: States when his racing 
career had ended, and there he established a 
valuable line of blood, which has produced, and 
still produces, great horses. His best son was 
Leamington, who'sired Iroquois, the first 
American-bred winner of the English Derby. 

About Iroquois’s Derby irlumaph a good story 
can be jold. Mr. Pierre Lorillard engaged the 
late F. Archer to ride his colt, and after the 
race, while Archer was standing on the steps | 
of the weigh room, an Amenean, an utter 
stranger, came up to him and said: “Mr. 
Archer, if you will let me take you over to the 
States and exhibit you for two months, I will 
give you £10,000 ore you start!” 


WORLD'S OLDEST HORSE. 
51 AND STILL GOING STRONG. 


“Clover,” said to be the world’s oldest 
horge, has recently taken part in an exhibition 
in Madison Square Garden, New York. 

Owned by the Rev. Ulysses Myers, a retired 
Lutheran clergyman, Clover has had a remark- 
able career (says the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger). He still maintains a sporty look, 
reminiscent of the days when he gained fame 
as a trotter and pacer. 

Clover steps high, and his eyes are as sharp 
as those of an eagle. He has retained every 
tooth and eats two big feeds daily. He lies 
down and gets up with the spryness of a colt, 
and thinks nothing of workimg in the harness. 
He does a speedy trot in harness when hitched 
to a buggy, máil if an automobile eomes from 
behind, old-time residents say Clover is always 
willing and anxious to give it a race. 

The ancient horso lived and worked 
in Catawissa for thirty-five years and during 
the last few years his fame has spread over 
two Continents, Clover is a dark bay gelding, 
sixteen hands high, weighs 1,110 pounds, wears 
a short white stocking on each hind foot. and 
has a heavy JQlack tail and mane. His coat 
is exceptionally shiny, and his wind is sound. 
Of Hamblefonian stock, Clover was foaled 
in Kentucky in July, 1871. He was traced. to 
Rysdyk’s Hambletonian along both lines of 
blood, and at six years he began a p 
career, .which, under another name, las 
for about five years.

Primate of aca | is a Dublin man, 
although nine people out of every 
ten would tell you that he hails from 
the Northern Province. He was born in the 
Irish capital sixty-three years ago, his father 
being the late J. C) d’Arcy, of Dublin, and his 
mother the daughter of « Mr. Brierly, of 
Rehoboth House. The future Primate received 
his early education. at the Dublin High School, 
where he got an excellent training, and went 
from there to Trinity College. 

In Trinity he took all before him. He was 
first Science scholar of his year, and afterwards 
graduated, with a large gold medal in Mental 
and Moral. Philosophy. He also was placed 
first in the list of Divinity - Testimoniums. 
When he took his degree he was just twenty- 
three years of age, and was ordained as 
deacon two years later« He went straight from 
Trinity to Belfast, where he was appointed 
curate of St. Thomas's Church, and remained 
there for six years. In.the meantime he pro- 
ceeded to the degree of Master of Arts. 

In 1890 Dr. d’Arcy was made rector of Billy, 
in the County Antrim, but he did not stay 
there for long, being transferred to Ballymena 
in 1893. Just before he left Billy he had been 
appointed examining chaplain to the Bishop of 
Down, &nd when he had been two years in 
Ballymena he was chosen as Chaplain to the 
Lord Lieutenant oí Ireland. Thus, while Dr. 
d’Arcy was still quite a young man his career 
began to shape itself, and before he had been 
an incumbent for many years it became evident 
that he was marked out for early preferment 
in the Church. 

From Ballymena he went to the city of 
Belfast, where he became Vicar and Dean of 
the Cathedral. During this period he also was 
Prebendary of Castleknock in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral. In 1903 eventually the See of

Thus his ecclesiastical career has been very 
rapid, and he has gained a high reputation 
both in Ireland and Great Britain. At

College on two occasions—first in 1897-1898,

He 
also has written on “ Christianity and the 
Supernatural’’ and “God and Freedom in 
Human Experience.” In all these works Dr. 
d’Arey gives proof of a scholarship that is both 
deep and wide. He has a well-ordered and ex- 
tremely logical mind, and not only is a student 
of rhilosophy, but is a philosopher himself, 
Furthermore, he must be an excellent mathema- 
tician, for the winning of first Science Scholar- 
ship in his days at T.C.D. was a vastly more 
difficult feat than it is now, despite the progress 
that has been made in mathematical science 
during the past twenty-five years. 
Few bishops in the Irish Church, or, for that 
matter, in the English Church, can lay claim 
to Dr. d’Arcy’s intellectual powers. Yet he is 
a very modest man, and his manner is free from 
the slightest suspicion of intellectual snobbish- 
ness.

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The Nightingale—A Peg for Romance—Aes 
Triplex. 
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N American ornithologist, Dr. Casey 

Wood, recently acguired a good deal 
Easa and rrobably guite un- 
t publicity on the theory that he 
come three thousand miles in 
order to hear the nightingale sing. But Eng- 
land has so many attractions for Americans in 
the summer time—is there not the Tower of 
London to be visited, and the Cheshire Cheese 
and the birthplace of William K. Shakespeare at 
Stratford-on-Avon?—that we are reluctant to 
accept the nightingale as the single and suffi- 
cient raison d'étre for any American’s visit to 
Britain's venerable and-—before the Radical 
politicians got in their dirty work—vyenerated 
shores. It would be otherwise if, for example, 
Dr. Scharff or Professor Carpenter should 
journey to Kansas to watch the nuptial dance of 
the prairie chicken. As there is no other con- 
ceivable reason why any civilised person should 
visit Kansas, the nuptial dance of the prairie 
chicken (always supposing that the p.c. inhabits 
Kansas and that it has a nuptial dance) 
might be acoepted as the adequate explanation 
of an otherwise unaccountable action. But not 
so the nightingale, even if Keats did write an 
ode to it, of which a rather telling line about 
beaded bubbles winking at the brim is all that 
cl an otherwise retentive memory. _ 

But Dr. Casey is not the first American who 
has come to England to hear (inter alia) the 
nightipgale. Many years ago John Burroughs, 
most charming of ail American nature writers, 
visited England for the purpose of listening to 
the songs of British birds and comparing them 
with the feathered choristers of his native 
heath. The nightingale, however, had com- 
pleted ite operatic engagement by the time 
when he arrived, and a few valedictory glugs 
was all that a hasty visit to Hampshire wryng 
from the bright, but brief, brown bird. That 
was before the days of the tube railways, 
when it was considered necessary 
to go far afield to hear the Daulian 
Caruso at his best. Now, according to the 

nerous advertisements, a ten minutes’ run on 
he Underground to Rickmansworth or Harrow- 
on-the-Hill will bring one into touch, not only 
with the nightingale, but with practically every 
known representative of the British fauna, 
except the golden eagle and the wild cat. The 
Londoner does not really miss the wild cat, 
and properly associates eagles with either 
Germany or™Mexico; but the thought that he 
can see pine martins at Ponder’s End and 
badgers at Brixton is very dear to him. 


London's Fauna. 


As a matter of fact, the fauna of London 
and district is astonishingly varied. The 
nightingale used to sing; and, no doubt, does 
go still, at Blackheath, some six miles from 
London Bridge, and in a big triangle of culti- 
vated land, less than half a mile further out, a 
large flock of golden plover could always be 
found in the winter. There were also ant- 
lions at Blackheath, the descendants, no doubt, 
of some entomologist’s escaped captives, since the 
ant-lion is not a British wildfow!; and a par- 
ticularly virulent farm of mosquito, reputed to 
have found its way up from. the West India 
Docks, whither the first parents of the foul 
breed were supposed to have arrived in cargoes 
of mahogany from British Honduras. 

Another acclimatised foreigner of which 
London is justly proud is the dreissena, a sort 
of fresh water mussel, which appears to inhabit 
the Sea of Aral, wherever that may be, and the 
River Volga. According to the natural history 
books, it arrived in the Surrey Docks attached 
to timber by the byssus, and, knowing what 
we do of the place it came from, we cannot 
really blame it. Like another importation from 
the same source, it has now made its way into 
both Wales and Scotland. The dreissena, how- 
ever, is not found in Ireland. The ponds in and 
about London are particularly rich in hydra, 
probably by reason of the number of suicides 
which take place in them, and the great silver 
water beetle (hydrophilus), local elsewhere, used 
also to be plentiful. And there are others. 
Some years ago, when the site of the present 
Gaiety Theatre was being excavated, the work- 
men came upon a large and thriving colony of 
Indian rat snakes. It was stated a; the time 
that within a few days of the discovery turtle 
eoup appeared on the bill of fare of several 
of the more enterprising Soho rest urants.

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i as one gets further North or West. 
A few appear year in Southern Yorkshire, 
but that is about as far North as they get 
under normal conditions. They rarely appear 
in Devon, Cornwall, or Wales, and there is no 
authentic instance of the bird’s appearing in 
Ireland. That does not mean that it will not 
become an Irish bird at some future time— 
say, after the general election or at some other 
remote périod. The birds that come furthest 
North and West are the late-comers, who find 
all the handiest territories occupied, and 
must keep on moving until they come to 
where there is tarsus-room. A year which 
produced a particularly plentiful crop of 
young nightingales should accordingly be fol- 
lowed by a wider distribution of the bird in 
the following year.. It is fairly safe, there- 
fore, to assume that, if the Italians and the 
thrifty denizens of Southern France should 
abandon the practice of eating nightingales on 
toast or ó la maitre @hotel for a few years, 
the syrinx that has lauched a thousand poems 
might wake the Wicklow solitudes along with 
the eturdy brogues of the Dublin Field 
Naturalists’ Club. 

A curious thing is that the further North 
the “FS ale arrives the less operatic does 
ita melody . The nightingales of Oxford- 
shire do not compare as vocalists with those of 
Kent and Hampshire. The one that used to per- 
form at Blackheath in the garden of a home for 
retired key merchants was a regular Carueo. 
Herefordshire, Hampshire, Sussex, and Kent, all 
claim to have the most vocal nightingales, and 
the excellent Dr. Casey will, no doubt, if he is 
: real “aimh NA og si dna ing & 

regard the copses that supply hop-poles to 
the Weald of Kent as the philomelodious Mecca, 
but it is all a matter of taste. John Burroughs 
was not the only American to come to England 
to study the songs of British birds; for Theodore 
Roosevelt did the same thing. He did it in the 
oe ey J of Viscount Grey of Falloden, who, 
before his sight failed, was as good a country- 
man as any in the land. I do not know if 
Mr. Roosevelt ever committed the results of his 
investigations to paper. Bu hs did in a 
cha book of essays called, if I remember, 
“Fresh Fields.” There used to be an excellent 
shilling edition of it, but it is probably out of 

rint now, or the price has been raised to 7s. 6d.

Burroughs was disappointed in the nightin- 
gale, and declared that it did not sing as well 
as.the hermit thrush or “swamp angel” of 
his native State. I am sorry to say that I[ 
never heard the voice of this redoubtable bird. 
A Western variety of it used to appear in my 
Californian garden in winter—a furtive little 
figure, with the clothes of a thrush and the 
build of a robin, but devil a song did he sing 
there, reserving his music for his summer 
haunts in the back blocks of Alaska. Burroughs 
liked the robin best of all British birds, and 
said that our poets and naturalists had not 
done justice to the quality of its melody. 
There is possibly some truth in that. We love 
the robin for his matchless red waistcoat and 
the expectant eye he cocks at us as we bury 
our trusty mattock in the future asparagus 


But the trath is that there is no sense in 
comparing one bird’s song with another, be-. 
cause in every case the so is but a 
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stone at it, or, better still, let am engine give 
off a yell in its vicinity, and it sings defiantly 
m reply. Physically unobtrusive, it does not 
like to sing in solitude. That is why it can always 
be heard to advantage near towns. Only the cats 
prevented it from “ appearing” in Hyde Park, 
where it would Ah ce demand a share of 
the chair money. ' 
The nightingale, in a word, loves an audience. 
If one is not forthcoming, it will go and find 
a blackbird or thrush that is delivering him- 
self of his evening prayers and rudely start to 
sing him down. have heard this happen half 
a dozen times, and it was always the night- 


bird’s bailiwick and started the rumpus. In 
every case the other bird, realising that he was 
up against a noisier politician than himself, 
threw song to the winds and gave chase with 
beak and claw. There are many respects in 
which birds do not differ essentially 
from human beings. But the nightingale, 
for all that he is a roughneck, fulfils his 
function. The contrast of his brown coat and 
his golden voice, his almost affected unostenta- 
tion, and his brief season of song, have made 
him the peg upon which sentimental humanity 
has hung the shining garments of romance, 
the filmy stuff that dreams are made of. The 
choice may have been a EX one. The romance 
and the dreams are what matter. Not the 
song of the sweet singer, but the soul of the 
inspired listener is the nightingale’s passport to 
immortality. If Dr. Wood has come three 
thousand miles to lend a critical ear to 
the nightingale, he will be disappointed. If he 
has come to worship Philomel, all will go well 
with him.

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THIS YEAR’S ACADEMY. 


SOME NOTABLE. PICTURES. 


The exhibition of the Hibernian Academy is 
unusually good this year. Besides the works of 
our own artists, most of the works from Great 
Britain are particularly interesting, and one is 
of outstanding ment. 

Of Sir John Lavery’s two portraits that of 
Mr. de Valera (132) is the happiest—a vigorous 
painting, that looks as though both artist and 
sitter had enjoyed the work. The portrait of 
Archbishop Mannix is not so convincing. Mr. 
Augustus John sends a portrait (80) of Mr. W. 
B. Yeats—a strong piece of work, giving an 
unusual aspect of his sitter. Mr. Leo Whelan 
is to be congratulated on his portrait of Mr. 
Michael Collins, which seems to me the best 
thing he has done yet: it is full of character 
and pleasantly arranged. In the same room is 
the President’s attractive portrait of Mrs. 
Robinson and Mr. Forbes’s portrait of Mrs. 
Johnson, of Port Mulgrave, which has a charm 
of its own. i 

The most important picture this year comes 
from Mr, Gerald Kelly, whose work is well 
known in Dublin through his fine portraits in 
the Municipal Gallery. But on this occasion 
we have the good fortune to see his chef 
@’wuvre, “ Siesta” (120), well hung at the end 
of Gallery II. It is the classic test of a 
painter—a nude woman, lying asleep in an 
attitude of utter repose. The work is invested 
with that calm which is the enveloping atmo- 
sphere of all great art, be it music, try, 
sculpture, or the drama. Here is ' the near 
form divine,”’ portrayed with reverent and ex- 
quisite skill and with a reticence and subtlety 
that recall the spirit of Greek art. The 
pathos is there, too, which is inseparable from a 
vision of humanity. How wonderful is the 
modelling of the shoulder and arm stretched 
across the foreground of the picture, with the 
reflection from the white cloth, and the expres- 
sion of the sleeping hand! There is just one 
criticism that strikes me, and that is that the 
background of blue curtain is a little too self- 
important for_a background to a figure which is 
so much the réverse. 

Mr. Kelly sends two other pictures—a charm- 
ing portrait of Sasha, daughter of Prince Kro- 
potkin; and a portrait, from memory, I think, 
of Sir Hugh Lane. The latter ie well designed, 
except for the hands, which are not character- 
istic and are too large; but it is wonderful to 
have achieved so much likeness of an absent 
sitter. It is quite certain that if Sir Hugh were 
alive here, ‘Siesta’’ would not leave Dublin. 
It is eminently a picture for a public gallery, 
and one of immense value to. students.
